V NEW YORK — (AP) — Two 
studies were made public today in 
which doctors reported favorable 
effects on common colds from use 
of anti-histamines. ' 


Whether antihistamines—which 


are now sold by drug stores with- 
out doctors' prescriptions — are 
good for colds is the 
basis of 


widespread medical controversies 
in the United States.

9 The studies announced today 


do not claim 
that .colds are 


cured, but that some of the 
symptoms are improved, with 
the result that the victim of the 
cold suffers less — sometimes 
much less. * * * 
One of the reports is by four 


American physicians in the Inter- 
national Archives of Allergy and 
Applied Immunology, 
of 
Basle, 


Switzerland. 
They report trials 


of an antihistamine on 5600 per- 
sons on the eastern seaboard of 
the United States last winter. Also 
for comparison an additional 1,500 
were treated with 
some 
other 


remedies and 1,200 with" placebos, 
which were harmless substances, 
known not to help colds. But the 
takers did not know this.

The doctors reported that re- 
4 lief of symptoms with an antt- 


histamlne treatment was 72.7 
per cent, which was 13.4 per 
cent better than with the other 
cold-remedies and 18.5 per cent 
better than the placebos.

winter's tests on 1,008 inmates of 
the Lawton Reformatory in Wash- 
ington, D. C. These were divided 
Into two nearly equal groups, one 
Deceiving an antihistamine andUhe 
other an imitation.

to some previous studies, anti- 
histamine was useful for re-

Bradley said U. S. air defenses, 


"combined with the efforts of the 
Canadians," could avert "complete 
disaster" but "if a 
determined 


enemy is willing to expend the 
effort, 
some bombers will get 


through." 


Bradley was before the commit- 


tee to endorse the Defense De- 
partment's proposals for drafting 
of 18-year-olds and extending the 
period of 'draft service front 21 to 
2? months. 


Briefs Committee 


He gave the committee in addi- 


tion a briefing on how the serv- 
ices plan to meet any attack. 


"The initial retaliation against 


an enemy by strategic bombing 
will be provided if the air power 
and the necessary army and navy 
support to seize and hold the bases 
from which to operate are • in our 
hands the moment an emergency 
arises," he said. 


"The closer the bases are to the 


enemy the easier it will be, and 
the less costly it will be, to pro- 
vide a sustained retaliation air 
attack. 


"Our strategy does not include

when we are attacked."

Weekend Slide 
Buries Villages; 
Many Missing 


Three Countries 
Hit; Many Dead 
Caught in Homes 


Geneva, Switzerland — (AP) — 


The death toll stood at 141 with 
many still missing today as res- 
cue workers in three Alpine coun- 
tries continued to dig through 
snow and debris left by disastrous 
weekend avalanches. 


Austria had at least 66 dead, 


Switzerland 60 and Italy 15 as a 
result of great slides crashing 
down Alpine slopes for the past 
three days. Whole villages were 
buried, houses broken like kind- 
ling wood and families entombed 
by the thundering snow. 


Others Missing 


The semi-official Swiss new* 


agency said that the disaster 
struck at least 15 localities in 
Switzerland. Besides the 60 dead, 
it said, 20 others were missing 
and another 20 were reported se- 
riously injured, many of them 
caught beneath roofs crumpled by 
the weight of the snow. 


Thousands 
of 
British 
and 


American sports lovers were tem- 
porarily isolated at swank ski re- 
sorts. Among the marooned were 
500 British and Americana at Da- 
vos, Switzerland. 


Set Avalanche Record 


The unusual number of slides 


resulted from heavy snows last 
week. 
Avalanches are not un-" 


common in the Alps, but the 
weekend number was believed a 
record. 


Throughout 
UIB night rescue 


workers toiled feverishly in an ef- 
fort to save some 14 men and 
women still buried at the Swiss 
village of Val«, 4,000 feet up in 
the Alps. 


A great mass of snow roared 


down into the tittle hamlet Sat- 
urday night, knocking over fivt 
houses and burying 31 persons. 
Twelve were brought out alive 
yesterday and five dead, including 
three children. 


The village was cut off from 


communication with the outside 
world most of yesterday, but the 
army of rescue workers reached 
it late in the day. 


Tragic casualty stories filtered 


in over disrupted communications 
lines. 


Rescuers at Zuoz, near St. Mor- 


itz, heard the crying of children,

house at Klosters, near Davos, 
Two of the six occupants were 
killed. 


Fresh slides made rescue work 


hazardous.

men lost tneir lives trying to dig: 
him out.

Priorities—this was the next 


step but there wasn't any diffi- 
culty in understanding it or car- 
rying it out. It meant this: 


If a manufacturer made a con- 


tract with the government to turn 
out a defense item, he got a 


priority over a man making only 
civilian goods. 


Allocations—NPA must gee that 


there are enough materials not 
only for direct military needs but 
for indirect ones, too. For example: 


Freight cars are necessary to 


haul defense items and warehouses 
are necessary to store them. So 
NPA ordered the steel mills to 
allocate, or set aside, enough of 
their steel to take care of things 
like freight cars and warehouses. 


Horizontal ruts—NPA. as the 


weeks passed, ordered manufactur- 
ers to cut down by various per- 
centages on the use of all the im- 
portant metals, except steel, which 
is more plentiful than some others. 


Aluminum Cuts 


For example: Makers of alumi- 


num pots must reduce by 20 per 
cent the amount 
of 
aluminum 


they've been using. Note that up 
to this point NPA hasn't forbidden 


anyone to 
make 
anything he 


normally made. 


Forbidden—as a taste of what's 


in store in an even more severe 
way, NPA reached a logical next 
step. 


Since there's not enough copper 


to meet all needs—both defense 
and civilian—NPA flatly forbade 
use of copper in a long list of 
civilian goods it said are non- 
essential, like copper ashtrays. 


Nevertheless, the manufacturers 


of copper ashtrays still can make 
ashtrays of some kind, if they can 
find a substitute for copper. This 
is pretty good evidence we're still 
only feeling our way into the de- 
fense program.

Older Generation for Draft 


A father's letter to his draft-age son: 
The other day I heard a man say he hated to Took into 


the eyes of 18-year-olds because they seemed to accuse him: 
"What a mess your generation made of this world." 


No doubt some of the guys do feel genuinely resentful of 


their elders because of the state of the world. However, there 
must be a lot more who realize that the state of the world is 
a sort of serious accident or grave natural disaster, not a 
dirty trick we dads pulled on them. 


It seems to me the fellows who are putting on uniforms 


might very well say: "This is a helluva note and we wish we 
didn't have to fight, but anyway, folks, thanks for giving us 
the kind of life which is worth defending." 


Maybe the minority of resentful guys are resentful only 


because they aren't conscious'of the issues. 


If your generation were under a Communist state, you'd 


have been taken over by the government when you were 
in grammar school and brought up as a little puppet, with a 
stock answer to everything. As soon as you. were able to tote 
a rifle you'd have been doing military drill. Most of you 
would be put in factories, where wages and hours were es- 
tablished by the state and not at all like any American plant. 


Mom and Pop may have been a bit strict now and then, 


but our discipline was based on love and your best interest. 
We worked pretty hard to clothe and school you but we 
loved every minute of it. That was part of our compensa- 
tion under our kind of life. 
I can't feel any personal responsibility for Joe Stalin and 


the rise of communism, but I sure take pride in the kind of 
life our kind of people have tried to set up here in the U. S. A. 


As much as I hate to see you and other guys your age 


having to interrupt their educations and put on uniforms, I'd 
feel infinitely worse if you didn't. The worst tragedy of all 
would be to feel that our kind of world isn't worth fighting 
for. 


When you stand off and take a broad view, our kind of 


people haven't done so badly. They opened up this continent 
and set up the fairest government ever created. Even folk 
whose parents and grandparents came here from other coun- 
tries, like ours, can claim this as their heritage. 


When the forests'Were cleared and a country grew up, 


everyone, by and large, got a pretty fair shake. Sure, there 
were injustices, but we've gone a long way toward evening 
them put and we will go a long way more if we can just set 
our minds to it without the interruption of war. 


Take kids. Under our system most kids get an excellent 


education and good medical care. They can go just about 
as far as their brains and willingness to work will take them. 
A lot of people worry to make sure they get the right amount 
of milk and vitamins and their teeth are looked after. Sure, 
we can do a lot more, but we're on our way and that's some- 
thing worth defending. 


The way I see it, communism is a damned dirty disease, 


disguised in the trappings of a religion, and we've got to fight 
it the way we would bubonic plague. We've got to do that so 
we can get back to the job of progressing like decent folk 
have always been doing, slowly and sometimes blunderingly, 
perhaps, but always with good ideals in sight, bringing up 
our own kids as responsible citizens, doing our part to make 
the system work. 


That ends my speech, Son. What do you think?

sniffling, sneezing people around 
this year as last—or the year be- 
fore. And it is particularly irritat- 
ing that this ordinary and common 
ailment should go merrily on while 
less common though more serious 
disorders have been conquered by 
new and sometimes complicated 
medical and surgical discoveries. 


There is a lot of wishful think- 


ing about colds. Everybody has 
a theory and nearly everybody has 
a pet remedy. Nearly every year 
at least one miracle cure is an- 
nounced with great excitement. 
But colds keep right on making 
hundreds of thousands miserable 
and causing millions of dollars of 
loss to pay envelopes and produc- 
tion. 


The picture isn't entirely dark. 


It is known that most if not all 
'colds' are caused by tiny living 
organisms called viruses. 
These 


viruses float around in the air for 
a while whenever they are sneezed 
or coughed out by someone with 
a cold. 


This undoubtedly explains why 


mingling in crowd increases the 
chances of catching cold. It also 
explains why 
explorers, 
moun- 


taineers, and others who are sub- 
ject to all •kinds of trying condi- 
tions—wet feet and a lot more— 
get few colds unless they come in 
contact with other people. 


At least these fact show that 


covering the mouth when cough- 
ing or sneezing will help others, 
and staying away

Pack Freeze 
Play Is Tricky 


By OSWALD JACOB?

When you freeze the pack, your 


chief object is to prevent 
the 


opponents from getting the discard 
pile. In many situations, you do 
not expect to get the pile yourself. 
Sometimes you hope to meld out 
before either side gets the pile. In 
other cases you hope to use up the 
cards of the stock pile before 
either side can get the discard pile. 


When you freeze the deck very 


:arly in the play of a hand, you 
annot expect that the hand will 
.ome to an end very soon. It is 
>nly reasonable to expect that one 
side or the other will manage to 
get the discard pile sooner or later. 
f you freeze the pack at such a 
time, you must be sure that you or 
your partner will get the pile rath- 
er than the opponents. 


When you freeze the pile early 


in the play, it is usually because 
he opponents have made their ini- 
tial meld and your side has not. 
However, it is not always wise to 
reeze the pack in this situation. 


For example, suppose one of the 


opponents takes the first large 
discard pile and makes his initial 
meld. If he manages to keep about 
20 cards in his hand, it would be 
very foolish to freeze the pack 
against him. It would b* very 
difficult to stop him from getting 
the pile in a very short time. The 
reason is simple and logical: with 
20 cards in his hand, he has far 
more pairs than you or your part- 
ner have with only 11 cards in 
your hands. 


In other words, you freeze the 


pack not only because the oppo- 
nents have made the initial meld, 
but also because in so doing they 
have reduced the number of /cards 
In their hands. For example, an 
Opponent with only five cards in 
his hand hag a much Smaller 
chance of getting the discard pile 
than you have when you hold your 
full hand of 11 cards. 


Even this is not the full story. 


It is a dangerous business to freeze 
the pack when you need 120 points 
for your initial meld. You may feel 
confident that you can keep the 
opponent's from getting the dis- 
card pile for several rounds of 
play, but can you also be sure that 
you can accumulate 120 points 
during that safety period ? If not. 
the pack will eventually get away 
from you.

Dixon Teachers 
Hear Dr. Kent, 
Czechoslovakia 


When the Dixon Teachers Asso- 


ciation held their regular meeting 
in the music room of the (Dixon 
high school, after a short business 
session, the meeting was turnec 
over to Miss Mary Williford, who 
introduced the speaker for the 
evening. He was Dr. Frederick 
Kent, a visiting professor from 
Czechoa^vakia, who at present is 
serving on the faculty at Northern 
Illinois State Teachers College, De- 
Kalb. 


Dr. Kent gave an interesting 


talk on his native country. He be- 
gan by sketching briefly its his- 
torical background and then pro- 
ceeded to discuss the present 
Czechoslovakia under Communist 
control, and the conclusions which 
we might draw from conditions as 
they are there. 


He said that his country was 


originally started by Slavs, that in 
the fifth and sixth centuries it was 
free, and after centuries of vari- 
ous changes, it finally lost its in- 
dependence in 1620, to Austria- 
Hungary. 
The 
University 
of 


Prague, where Dr. Kent received 
his degree, was established in the 
14th century and at the end of the 
18th century it was permitted to 
open a Czech Chair. Gradually 
then, a group of patriots spread 
information to their countrymen, 
making them aware of their glori- 
ous freedom in the past, and 
arousing their patriotism. 


Dr. Kent told about the Republic 


of Czechoslovakia which was es- 
tablished in 1918, and how a little 
ater, as a child of six, he started 


school and was greatly im- 


pressed when the gentle old man 
who was his teacher started out 
by saying, "We must be most 


rateful to a sister Republic across 


the ocean who helped us so much." 
He had then showed them the 
American . flag and helped them 
ing "America." 
Their Constitution was drawn 


up on the American model, with 
;he same social, political and eco- 
nomic institutions. During the 20 
years of their freedom, Dr. Kent 
continued, they had concentrated 
on having a strong middle class. 


Dr. Kent, in conclusion, ex- 


)ressed the opinion that we in 
America cannot afford a passive 
attitude toward Communism. That 
vith only three people out of 10 
on the earth living as decent hu- 
man beings and the other seven 
)emg under-fed, under-clad and 
under-housed, Communism is no 
small threat. He suggested we 
bllow a policy of double action: 
That on the home front we need to 
lave a powerful counter propa- 
ganda program, we need to elevate 
our politics and diplomacy to such 


high level that only the finest 


citizens will be chosen and we all 
need to be well informed. This last 
can only be accomplished by read- 
ng several newspapers each 'day 
rom different parts of our coun- 
ry and at least one good foreign 
newspaper, before we formulate 
our own opinions, said Dr. Kent. 


On the international front, he 


recommended 
we 
have 
strong 


armed 
forces 
and 
work only 


through the United Nations in 
approaching world problems. 


Dr. Kent came to America for 


graduate study at Northwestern 
jmversity. Since 1938 he has been 
.caching in Prague, Czechoslova- 
kia, and has been active in the

Ask 6th Peace 
Appeal from 
UN to Chinese 


LAKE SUCCESS, Jan. 22—(AP) 


—Twelve Asian and Arab nations 
decided today to submit a formal 
proposal to the United Nations 
that it make one more peace ap- 
peal—the sixth—to Communist 
China. 


This became known, after repre- 


sentatives of the 12 countries met 
in New York. Informed quarters 
said they would submit a resolu- 
tion to the general assembly's 60- 
nation political committee, pos- 
sibly today. 


The sponsors previously 
had 


indicated that, if they made such 
a move, they naturally would de- 
mand that their proposal be given 
priority over an American resolu- 
tion asking 
that 
the 
Peiping 


regime be found guilty of "engag- 
ing- in aggression in Korea." 


The U. S. claims it is assured 


of a large majority in favor of its 
resolution. 


Exact terms of the Asian-Arab

buds have been killed over south- 
ern Illinois, the prospects remain 
excellent. 


Hartline did not define a normal 


crop. However Illinois 
average 


peach crops run about 1,500,000 
bushels. 


Heaviest winter kills were re- 


ported by orchardists along: the 
Ohio river but Hartline said "there 
still remain fairly good crop pros- 
pects in that area." 


Heavy bud kills do not necessar- 


ily cut production since trees have 
a great surplus of buds and must 
be thinned to grow large peaches. 


Hartline said Illinois apple pros- 


pects remain normal.
